WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—The Indications 


tow are that the debate on the Wilsou 
hill iii the house will be much shorter 
than WHS originally anticipated. 
The 


fact that the debate did not begin in the 
bouse before the holidays and the opinion 
held by Democratic leaders that there U 
,u urgent necessity for prompt action 
has led them to seriously discuss in the 
last day or two the advisability of limit- 
ing nil debate to about two weeks. 


Speaker Crisp, Representative Catching* 


and Mr. Montgomery yesterday talked 
over the question of the extent and 
character of the debate, and the consensus 
of opinion scemeil to be that there was no 
necessity for prolonged discussion. They 
thought, considering the extensive dis- 
cussion of the tariff question for the last 
si I years, that four days ought to be suffi- 
cient for general debate mid about 10 days 
for debate mnler the five-minute rule, 
when the bill would be open for amend- 
ment. 


It is understood that beyond the ex- 


haustive speech of Chairman Wihou, 
with which the the debate will open, uot 
more than two set speeches will be made 
during the general debate by the Demo- 
cratic members of tho committee. 
The 


other members will content themselves 
with defending the measure when it is 
read by sections. 


A I'receilent. 


Members who advocate this short de- 


bate say they lind ample precedent for it 
in the debate 011 the McKinley bill, when 
in the house only four iIny.H were allowed 
for general debate, and between eight and 
10 days for debate under the five-minute 
rule. 


Twenty-three days after the JIcKinley 


bill passed the house the debate on it b*t- 
i;an in the senate; alxmt three months 
later it passed that body. The final con- 
ference reports were agreed to and the 
bill was signed by the president three 
weeks later, and became 
a law five 


months after debate on it began in the 
house. 


The famous tariff debate of iSSS, when 


the Mills tariff bill was before congress, 
lasted 106 days in the bouse alone. Of 
that 13 days were consumed in general 
debate, and 83 days, with some interrup- 
tions, in consideration by sections under 
the five-minute rule. 


In the senate the Republicans presented 


a substitute for the Hills bill known as 
the Allison substitute. The dedate on 
the substitiil : began Oct. 8, KSSS, and it 
passed the .senate Jan. 23,1889, and both 
the Allison and Mills bills were a! lowed to 
die.

For a score 
of 5ears or more the late Ker, C. T. Brooks 
prepared this addresa for the Newport carriers 
of tbe Dally News, and on several occasions 
ex-Qoveraor Van Xindt did the boys a simi- 
lar service, and in b?th cases the paper* were 
worthy of preservation. 


In later years tta pleauut features con- 


nected with the ancient cast om hare been al- 
most destroyed by the multitude of such 
documents, prepared for the occasion and 
sold by the ihoimu d in all parts of the conn- 
try.
